Soviets Deny Stalin’s Speech 


Is Retreat From Communism 


As World Interprets Plan 


Red Leaders Say Move Toward Unequal Com- 
pensation Is Further Step in 5-Year Plan; 
Trotzky Again Raps “Man of Steel.” 


MOSCOW, July 
officials expressed astonishment today 
that Josef V. Stalin’s latest speech, 
demanding more emphasis on the Rus- 
sian worker's opportunity to improve 
his wages and living) conditions by 
personal initiative, had been interpret- 
ed abroad as a change in the basic 
aims or principles of the communist 
state. 

Stalin, the “man of steel,” has not 
bent toward capitalism, nor has he 
abandoned the aims of the five-year 
plan, it was said. He merely has 
brought to a head his slowly develop- 
ing program to spur the individual 
laborer to greater effort and thus to 
speed up the tempo of mass produc- 
tions

Simultaneously, Stalin 


acceptance of better business methods | 


and simplification of the whole indus- 
trial structure. 

But the Georgian revolutionary who 
survived the old Siberian prison 
camps and the vigilance of the czarist 
police to rise to the post of leader in 
the soviets, has never considered a 
compromise with capitalism or a rev- 
olutionary alteration of the system in- 
augurated by Lenin. 

Interpreting Stalin's speech, offi- 
cials pointed out that it did not alter 
the five-year plan except by simplifi- 
cation of the structure and adminis- 
tration of state trusts, chiefly through 
reduction in size and abandonment of 
a commission farm of management. 
It also would stimulate personal in- 
centive and a sense of responsibility 
in the individual worker by opening 
the path to advancement and better 
living conditions. 

Stalin’s speech was chiefly impor- 
tant because it summarized in con- 
crete terms.the policies which have 
been under development for the last

Undoubtedly, Stalin has again 


moved in 4 practical way to inaugu- 
rate a new era in soviet life, and, 
as in the past, he has adapted com- 
munist policy to the conditions of the 
moment. With a few words he crys- 
tallized a slowly developing tendency 
for greater personal initiative in 
‘Russia and put it into effect. 

The fact that many foreign ob- 
servers characterized the move as “au 
admission” of superiority of capital- 
ism and individualism over commun- 
ism and collectivism was recognized 
by soviet officials, but it was main- 
tained that this was no departure from 
past policy. 

Stalin’s speech denounced the ten- 
dency to favor communists above non- 
party workers and proposed to give 
members of the old czarist technical 
groups more opportunity and freedom 
to aid in Russian development. 

He also ridiculed the “Utopian 
idea of equality of incomes,” citing 
Lenin and Marx to show that “even 
under socialism wages should be in 
accordance with work performed and 
not in accordance with needs.” 


FIVE-YEAR PLAN’S FAILURE 
SEEN BY LONDON PAPERS 


LONDON, July 6.—(UP)—London 
newspapers almost unanimously de- 
scribed Josef V.. Stalin's speech in 
Moscow as “abandonment of _ basic 
communist principles” in favor of 
capitalistic methods, or even as a con- 
fession of failure of the five-year plan.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 6.—(7) 
Eight months after his nationally 
known investment banking house 
failed, Rogers Caldwell was convicted 
today on the first of several criminal 
charges growing out of the collapse. 

The 41-year-old president of Cald- 
well & Co. was found guilty on a 
fraudulent breach of trust charge by 


a criminal court jury, which stipulated 


a maximum sentence of three years in 
the penitentiary. Fraudulent breach 


of trust earries an indeterminate sen- 
tence of from one to ten years, the 
jury being given the discretion of fix- 
ing the maximum at any period with- 
in those limits. Regardless of the 
maximum stipulated, however, one is 
eligible for parole after 11 months. 

Caldwell, accompanied by members 
of his family, including Mrs. Caldwell 
and his parents, Mr. and Mrs. James 
E. Caldwell, and a group of friends, 
left the couft room immediately after 
the verdict and went to his country 
home. His counsel gave notice of a 
motion for a new trial, 

He was accused in the indictment 
of having removed collateral pledged 
to secure deposits of Hardeman coun-

Three major branches of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia system Monday 
afternoon agreed to abide by the re- 
trenchment program of the Russell ad- 
ministration. Heads of the university 
proper, the State College of Agricul- 
ture and the Georgia School of Tech- 
nology, while lamenting cuts proposed, 
told the appropriations committee 
they would make an effort to prune 
expenses in proportion to the budget 
slash. 

Most of the economy required will 
have to come through a cut in salaries, 
W. D. Anderson, speaking for the 
board of trustees of the university, 
told the committee. Chancellor Charles 
M. Snelling, for the same institution, 


Dr. A. M. Soule and J. Phil Camp- 
bell, for the Georgia State College of 
Agriculture, and Dr. M. L. Brittain, 
for the Georgia School of Technology, 
also appeared before the committee. 


Committee Adjourns. 


After hearing school leaders for 
three hours and a half, the committee 
adjourned to meet again Wednesday 
afternoon. Chairman Culpepper, of 
Fayette county, announced that the 
remaining heads of state schools 
would be heard to be followed by rep- 
resentatives of the charitable and cor- 
rective institutions, 

Another meeting of the committee 
is to be held Friday. The chairman 
said that hearings would be continued 
Saturday, if necessary, in order to 
have the appropriations ._ measure 
ready for passage Monday. @ ex- 
plained that the new budget law pro- 
hibited consideration of special appro- 
priations until the general money 
measure had passed.

Mr. Anderson warned, however, 
that the reduction in appropriation 
would mean the slicing of salaries at 
the university of approximately 10 


‘per cent in the pay of “teachers who 


are already paid low salaries in com- 
parison with other state universities.” 

Mr. Anderson gave information to 
show that the traveling expenses of 
those connected with the university 
for the past i= totaled $18,145.20, 
of which $14,003.35, he said, was 
spent by the extension department 
serving approximately. 2, young 
men and women through extension 
courses who could not attend institu- 
tions of higher learning. 

He explained the operations of the 
student loan funds at’the university 
in referring to a recent published 
statement by Dr. Thornwell Jacobs 
that the state university should be 
permitted to charge higher tuitions. 
He said the Brown loan fund had 
reached about $315,000 and was serv- 
ing about one-fifth of the boys who 
applied for it.

French Leaders Agree to 
American’ Stipulations 
on Execution of 1-Year 
‘Holiday’ on Payment of 
Debts, Reparations.

Germany Will Continue 
Unconditional Payments 
But They Will Be Re- 
loaned by France.

PARIS, July 6.—(#)—Statesmen 
representing the governments of 
France and America drew up and 
initialed tonight, in the red drawing 
room of the ministry of the interior, 
a protocol which, it is hoped, will as- 
sure the sucess of President Hoover's 
plan for aiding Germany and rehabil- 
itating the financial structure of the 
entire world. 


The fact that an agreement between 
the two nations had been reached on 
the Hoover reparations moratorium 
proposal was announced following a 
brief conference which began at 9 :55 
o'clock. 

At the close of the conference 
Premier Laval read a communique 
in which it was stated that the French 
text of an aecord, formulated at a 
cabinet session this afternoon, had re- 
ceived the approval of Washington. 
The text had been telephoned earlier 
in the evening to Washington by Sec- 
retary Mellon and Ambassador Edge. 

The triumph came after days of 
anxiety during which the two nations 
found it difficult to see eye-to-eye. 

France, the nation which makes 
the greatest financial sacrifice next to 
the United States, felt that she must 
cheerfully maintain what the French 
call her “sacred right to reparations.” 

The United States, whose president 
had conceived the notion of suspend- 
ing war debt payments due to her, on 
condition that the allies would relieve 
Germany from reparations payments: 
for a year, was apprehensive lest the 
French counter suggestions weaken 
the spirit and principle of that pro- 


posal. 
Conciliation Saves Day. 

Conciliation saved the day. Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Mellon, the gen- 
tle-speaking, modest and aristocratic- 
appearing fiscal chief of the United 
States, exercised it, the smiling Am- 
bassador Walter E. Edge counseled 
it and Aristide Briand, veteran 
French foreign minister who has 
preached it for year at Geneva as a 
necessary basis of all great world ef- 
forts, even fought for it. 

The American and French states- 
men spoke frankly to each other. 
Once or twice during the protracted 
negotiations Secretary Mellon and 
Ambassador Edge went home from the 
conferences in gloomy spirits. 

Gradually, however, the divergent 
views were whittled down until the 
accord was achieved. 

The simple but historic scene of the 
signature of the protocol at the min- 
istry of interior was profoundly im- 
pressive. Premier Laval, Secretary 
Mellon and Ambassador Edge made a 
few brief remarks emphasizing the 
great significance of the agreement. 
Premier Laval expressed the belied

ABOLITION OF ‘DICTATORSHIP’ 
IS DEMANDED BY TROTZKY 
CRACOW, Poland, July 6.—(4)— 

Leon Trotzky, exiled from Russia, to- 

day renewed his war with Josef Sta- 

lin by demanding abolition of Stalin’s 

“bureaucratic dictatorship” of the so- 

viet republic. 

Writing in the Cracow Daily Cou- 
rier, Trotzky declared that scarcely 
5 per cent of Russia’s millions are 
inspired by socialist doctrines or apply 
those doctrines to their lives. To pre- 
tend that the nation has entered into 
an era of socialism is to deride social- 
ism, he said. 

The exile scoffed at fears raised 
outside of Russia by Stalin’s five-year 
plan for economic development. 

It is absurd, he said, to hold that 
the entire world’s economics may be 
upset by Russian dumping, for the 
soviet furnishes only 11-2 per cent of 
the world’s exports. 

Trotzky warned that the develop- 
iment of Russian industrias demanded 
above all an increase in Russia’s ex- 
| ports. Only by boosting those exports, 
he said, could she avert her “inner 
/economic crisis.” 

Trotzky has been working for some 
| time on his history of the Russian 
revolution. A “man without a coun- 
try,” he recently became a “man with- 
out a home,” for fire destroyed his 
villa at Prinkipo, Prince Islands, Tur- 
key, With it were lost many precious 
manuscripts.

“We have literally been running 
after false gods,” he said, “listening 
to those who said conditions in the 
next generation would be different, 
that farming would be abandoned and 
that movements to cities would -be

Urging systematic state and region- 
al planning to meet changing condi- 
tions, the New York governor said 
he believed that the saturation point 
is about reached in the movement to 
urban areas. Economists now say, he 
continued, that some cities are becom- 
ing so large that it is no longer eco- 
nomical to live in them. Many in- 
dustries are seeking smaller towns, he 
said, where workers can live on a 
few acres, and have vegetables and 
lawns instead of living in a crowded 
collection of hovels, 

Governor Roosevelt said he looked 
forward to the entrance of a new 
group into American civilization which 
could be called “rural industrialists’ 
or “factory farmers.” The speaker 
illustrated this point by telling of a 
Vermont section where a small fac- 
tory making wooden kettle knobs 
operates only during the off season 
for farmers, allowing them to make 
“cash crops of kettle knobs” from the 
second growth timber after farm work 
is in good condition. 

States can do much by plannning 
the elimination of “marginal’’, or lands 
on which farmers have practically no 
opportunity to make a living, Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt said. He explained 
that New York state is voting on a 
twenty million dollar bond issue for 
purchase of such lands, 

Marginal lands taken over by the 
State, he said, can be used for growing 
timber and for recreational purposes. 
He said the use ef Adirondacks park 
doubled évery year for five years as 
more and more urban’ people sought 
outdoor recreation. 

Turning from the discussion of state 
planning to regional planning, Got- 
ernor Roosevelt said that while in 
Warm Springs, Ga., he noticed fast 
freight trains passing at regular hours

HOW THE BRASS SPECIALIST 
WORKS, 

Almost every wiseacre invalid or 
valetundinarian. these days has two 
affections which eventually become 
affections hard to cure. Phe first is 
possession and use of an automobile 
much more expensive than he can 
honestly afford, but which will be 
his after nine more payments, The 
second is an addiction to brass spe- 
cialists, , a 

Just what is a brass specialist, you 
may ask. Oh, dear, must I .expliin 
that all over? Well, listen: A brass 
specialist is almost any physician or 
healer who is far enough away or suf- 
fictently stand-offish and pretentious 
to take from 50 to 100 berries out 
of the snob where an honest family 
physician would render the same or 
better service for $10. . 

The surtax is a fair price for, the 
affectation, 

There are a few real specialists in 
practice, very few indeed compared 
with the epidemic of brass ones that 
scourges the country. A real special- 
ist is a doctor who has served his 
apprenticeship in the ranks, in gen- 
eral practice, a family physician, for 
at least five or ten years, and then, 
having laid a solid foundation and 
found out what his own aptitudes are 
orc what branch of, work he seems best 
suited for, returns to school and. pur- 
sues special study and research in 
that direction, and finally returns to 
private practice and announces to 
his medical golleagues only (not to 
the public) at his practice is now 
limited to whatever specialty he has 
chosen. His work comes mainly from 
his colleagues who recognize his hon- 
est attainments or ability in his chos- 
en field and refer patients to him 
or call him in consultation whenever 
they feel his counsel may be advanta- 
geous for the patient. His opinion, ad- 
vice or treatment is carried out or 
considered by the patient’s physician, 
the family physician; it is not given 
to the patient directly, unless the 
family doctor requests it. 


The brass specialist not only does 
not cater to his medical colleagues; 
he catches whatever custom he gets 
by very sharp competition against the 
general practitioners of the commu- 
nity. He avails himself of the cheap 
advantage of popular credulity by pos- 
ing as a specialist in the eyes of the 
public, and the public assumes that 
in order to pose as a “specialist” a 
doctor must better than the aver- 
age, 

In a following talk I shall cite an 
instance from actual practice to illus- 
trate what I mean. No names, of 
eourse, but a typical case report. 


Meanwhile, I wish every reader 
would ask himself this question: 
‘“‘How does Brady dare make stiéh 
talk in the press if he is not abso- 
lutely right in what he says?’ And 
also this question: “Why the silence 
of the. beneficiaries of the evils at- 
tacked, if there is any answer the 
brass specialists in the regular medi- 
cal organization dare make to Brady's 
charges?”

“Department of Law—This depart- 
ment consists of city attorney, two 
assistant city attorneys, two investi- 
gators and two stenographers, the to- 
tal cost of salaries being $20,700. 
Your committee knows very little re- 
garding the law department but we 
cannot help but feel that the expense 
is high and the city should not pay 
the salary of but one stenographer.

Your committee also wishes to call | 
attention to the increased number cf) 
claims which the city is having due to) 
reckless driving of some of the city 
drivers and in some cases the same 
drivers have had as many as three 
accidents from December to March. It 
might be of interest to the members 
of council to know that durimg the 
year 1930, 254 accidents were report- 
ed to the law department and a very 
large portion of this was motor equip- 
ment belonging to the city. The total 
number for January and February 
last year amounted to 33 and for Jan- 
uary and February this year amounted 
to 5}. Your committee feels that 
some action should be taken toward 
making the city employes responsible 
for such accidents and pay for dam- 
ages and this will certainly have a 
tendency to make them be more care- 
ful in driving. 

Eliminate Duplication. 

“Department of Comptroller—This 
office has 10 employes. ‘The pay roll 
amounts to $28,620. A large amount 
of the work done in this office is a 
duplication’ of the work done in the 
different departments. These records 
should be kept in the comptroller’s 
office and your committee is recom- 
mending that centralized control be 
installed in the city government to 
eliminate the needless duplication of 
records now being kept throughout the 
entire city government of which there 
is no need. By the installation of the 
bookkeeping machines and revising the 
present system in the comptroller's 
office it is our opinion that three 
clerks can easily be eliminated at a 
net saving of $6,000 per year. yt 

“Department of Comptroller, Divi- 
sion of Pay Master—Pay rolls in this 
department amount to $9,275. The 
entire city pay rolls are handled by 
three pay masters and two time check- 
ers which in our opinion is very eco- 
nomical, We particularly call atten- 
tion, however, to the fact that the 
finance committee of yolr body some 
time ago. passed a resolution to allow 
the department head to approve the 
pay rolls on another basis other than 
shown by the time checker if the de- 
partment head had information to the 
effect that the employes had worked 
any time other than reported by the 
time checker. If a condition of this 
kind is allowed ‘to exist there is no 
need for the time checkers or the pay 
masters division. The pay masters 
division was created to get away from 
a system of this kind and the city 
should eertainly not go back to any 
such system. 

Motor Transport Savings. 

“Department of Purchasing Agent. 
Salaries in this department amount 
to $10,500, consisting of four people. 
This department is operating cheaper 
than in previous years and in addi- 
tion to this your committee finds that 
the present purchasing agent is sav- 
ing the city thousands of dollars each 


week by buying items on competitive 
bids and to the best interest of the 
city, withont regard to purchasing 
items specified on requisitions. This 


committee, however, wishes to recom- | 
mend that for the next several months | 
the city not enter into contract cover- | 


ing any of its purchases but should 
buy on open market. In case con- 
tract is awarded for any particular 
item a clause should be inserted in 
same giving the city the benefit of any 
decline in price. 

“Department of Motor Transport—

Your com- 
mittee feels that above almost all 
things in this department that the 
drivers of all city equipment be under 
the direct control and supervision of 
the superintendent of motor transport. 
The drivers of sanitary trucks are 
drivers only. The same thing applies 
to construction department and others 
and the yarious departments should 
not have any supervision or control 
over these drifters but this responsibil- 
ity should be with the superintendent 
of motor transport, which would put 
direct responsibility on the driver in 
keeping his truck in satisfactory con- 
dition, safe driving, etc., and there 
would not be the present divided re- 
sponibility.

“Department of Treasury—Your 
committee has no recommendations to 
make. | 

“Department of Tax Collector— 
This department is operating on sal- 
aries of $15,600.00 and handling all 
of the money of the city. Seren peo- 
ple are employed and your committee 
sees no chance to cut down on this 
number of employees. 

“Department of City Planning 
Commission—This department is run- 
ning with three employee: at a total 
cost of $7,000. This department is 
very efficiently operated. Your com- 
mittee has carefully considered the 
consolidation of this department wit! 
sume. other, but on account of the 
board of zoning appeals, classification 
of property for zoning purposes, it 
should be unhampered Yn its present 
work as no saving could be accoih- 
plished through a consolidation. 

“Department of Tax Assessors—At 
the present time the city has three 
tax assessors at $5,000 each. Your 
committee has ascertained that a 
number of the larger cities in the 
country only have one assessor and 
various field men. It is our recom- 
mendation that the position of two 
tax assessors be abolished and that 
there be one tax assessor who shall 
be in complete charge of the tax as- 
sessor's department including the di- 
vision of revenue which your com- 
mittee is recommending. By abolish- 
Ing two tax assessors there conld be 
employed two field men to assist the 
assessor at a cost of not more than 
$200 per month each. This would: 
create a saving of $5,200. Your com- 
mittee can see no reason for having 
a chief clerk in this’ office and rec- 
ommends the abolishing of this, which 
will save $3,000. This recommenda- 
tion will not in any way hamper or 
interfere with the work of this de- 
partment. We also recommend that 
one of the clerks in this office be 
abolished on account of not being able 
to satisfactorily do the work. Mr.

We 
particularly want to call the attention 
of general council to the large num- 
ber of clerks, inspectors, engineers and 
superintendents carried in the depart- 
ment of construction, As an illustra- 
tion in the street department there 
is an engineer of streets, a general 
superintendent of streets, six engi- 
neers, three inspectors, four rodmen. 
With the amount of street work now 
going on or that will go on in the 
next few years we cannot conceive of 
this number of men being earried on 
the pay roll. In the sewer department 
there is carried the chief of the sewer 
department and the superintendent of 
sewers. In the bridge department there 
is carried the engineer of bridges at 
$350 per month and another engineer 
of bridges at $300 per month. There 
is also carried a superintendent of 
sidewalks at $234.75 per month, for 
which this committee can see abso- 
lutely no use. This work can easily 
he handled by the engineer of streets. 
There is also carried the assistant of 
transportation, which we understand 
has charge of the truck drivers of the 
construction department. If our infor- 
mation is correct this is absolutely a 
useless job and the present party on 
this work does nothing. On the con- 
struction department pay roll there is 
carried under the disposal plant a 
party by the name of Morrow, night 
watchman. This party for some time 
has been employed watching a small 
amount of sewer pipe on Glennwood 
avenue. For a number of years the 
city of Atlanta has paved a number 
of streets without expense to the 
property owners. Practically every 
member of this committee feels that 
this practice should be abolished for 
the present and that the city repair 
money be used in the repairing of 
streets and not the paving of streets. 
It might be of interest to the general 
council to know that last year several 
hundred thousand dollars. was turned 
over to the city to pay the city’s share 
of paving Berkele street in the second 
ward. All of the property owners ex- 
cept one objected and the money 
turned over to the city was returned 
to the property owner on the street 
who desired the paving be done. It 
was only the question of a short time 
until the street was payed by the city 
at no expense to any of the property 
owners, Your committée cannot too 
strongly recommend that the city con- 
tract its work other than for minor 
street and sewer repairs, and there is 
no doubt in our minds but what the 
city. can have the work done at a 
much less figure than at the present 
time and in addition to same, there 
would be no need of carrying a large 
number of high-priced employes on the 
city pay roll. For the information of 
your honorable body, we are attaching 
to our report a copy of the construc- 
tion department’s pay roll for June 
30, 1931. This pay roll covers ap- 
proximately 60 names and in addition 
to this the weekly pay roll carries 
approximately 420. If the construction 
department was placed on a substan- 
tial business basis, the same as other 
,| large contracting concerns, the say- 
siderably more than $100,000 per year 
and our recommendation almost car- 
ries that amount.

Would Abolish Collector, 


“Department of Street Improvement 
Collector—Your committee  recom- 
mends that this department be trans- 
ferred to the tax assessor (division 
of revenue). This department is very 
efficiently operated but in our opin- 
ion has a surplus of help. Under 
the proposed consolidation two clerks 
could easily be eliminated at a sav- 
ing of approximately $3,300 per year. 
The present street improvement col- 
lector, Mr. Elder, is very efficient and 
if the division of revenue is created 
under the tax assessor, we know of 
no better man to hare charge of this 
division than the present street im- 
provement collector. 

“Department of Electricity—The 
cost of this department is consider- 
ably more than in previous years. 
This is largely brought about on ac- 
eount of the fee system which was 
put into effect about two years ago. 
The payroll in this department is 
$22,000. We feel, however, that this 
department has at least one too many 
inspectors and with the proper dis- 
tribution of work, five inspectors 
could very easily handle the city of 
Atlanta. The abolishing of one of 
these inspectors would save approxi- 
mately $2.500. It is the opinion of 
this committee that all electrical work 
of the city should be under the de- 
partment of electricity, and the elec- 
trical work now being done by the 
| park department and the water de- 
' pertment should be transferred to the 
| department of electricity. 
| “Department of Relief (Warden's 
| Office)--We recommend that this be 
‘ abolished and placed under the finance 
/committee and that the present war- 
| den be let out just as soon as his 
j term of office expires. If legislative 
} 


authority is necessary it will be our 
recommendation that the legislature 
i b> requested to abolish the office of 
‘warden. By placing this office under 
(the finance committee with Miss Iver 
‘im charge of the office and one lady 
investigator, it would mean a saving 
i'of approximately $1,000 per year in 
‘anlary and an untold saving. both to 
the poor people of Atlanta and to 
ithe city. 

“Department of Charitable Institu- 
_tions—This committee has no recom- 
| mendations to make as each of the 

institutions to which the city has 
been making donations should be care* 
fully considered @ach year and appro- 
priations made on the basis of the 
city’s financial ability and the worthi- 
' ness of each charity. 
Cut for Library. 

| “Department of Carnegie Library— 
|} Salaries in this department are ap- 
‘proximately $76,000. Your committee 
is thoroughly aware of the impor- 
tance of this institution but we feel 
‘there is a considerable ‘number of 
| clerks not necessary and we, there 
fore, recommend the abolishing of sev- 
en assistant librarians and four bind- 
ers. We are of the epinion that the 
binding work can be let ont by con- 
tract at a much smalier figure than 
what it is costing at the present time. 
We estimate the saving in this de 
partment at least $14,000. 

“Department of Park« — Recom- 
mend abolishing the ition of super- 
intendent of Bobby es golf course.

“Department of Cemetery—Recom- 
mend this department be abolished 
and placed under the park depart- 
ment.

“Department of Water—Salaries in 
this department amount to $202,000. 
Your committee is not very famiilar 
with the operating end of this de- 
partment other than the office.

shop and other departments in com- 
parison with those places of. previous 
years. At the present time there is no 
chief engineer at the Hemphill sta- 
tion. In the interest of economy we 
believe that the present chief engineer’ 
of the River station, Mr. Gramling, 
could be made chief engineer of both 
stations and in addition to him there 
would be three engineers at each sta- 
tion. This would be a saving of at 
least $2,400. In the water department

“Department of Education—Your 
committee has secured very little in- 
formation regarding the operation of 
the schools and we cannot find that 
there has been any material effort on 
the part of the school authorities to 
cut expenses. As a matter of fact, the 
school department is still spending 
money on the budget of $3,700,000 
when council only appropriated 
$3,000,000. Your committee has se 
cured copy of expenditures of the 
school department for the first five 
months of 1931 and same shows that 
the schools are spending far in excess 
of their appropriations. For the infor- 
mation of the general council we are 
attaching to this report names of the 
office employes and the maintainance 
employes of the school department, 
which number is considerably over 
150. Your committee is satisfied that 
a large percentage of the maintainance 
work on the schools could be done 
much cheaper by contract. Your com- 
mittee feels that the present board of 
education should be materially re- 
duced. The schools should be taken 
out from under the city council en- 
tirely or placed back under the direct 
control of council, as the present 
method of one body raising money 
and another body spending it will 
never be satisfactory. There has been 
considerable reckless spending 
money in the school department and

By this con- 
solidation the dentist could also be 
abolished at a saving of approximately 
$3,000 and one sanitary engineer at 
a saving of $2,700. Pay rolls in this 
department amount to $88,000. In this 
department there is also the masquito 
fleet, which employs approximately 25 
people per week during the summer 
time. Your committee realizes that 
there may be an objection to the 
placing of a good portion of the health 
department under Grady and if our 
recommendation is not approved we 
still earnestly urge that the employes 
mentioned be dispensed with, as this 
department is entirely too top-heavv. 
Specific Recommendations. 

“In conclusion your committee de- 
Sires to make certain specific recom- 
mendations: — 

“1—That the entire paving of new 
streets without cost to the property 
owners be abolished for the present. 

“2—That the city advertise for 
bids and contract new sewer work 
and repair work in excess of $200. 

“3—That the city government be 
placed-on a budget system as until 
this is done the city will never be 
able to operate within its income. 

“4——-That centralized control be in- 
stalled in the city government. in- 
cluding centralization of bookkeeping. 
With a complete centralized control 
system in the city government there 
will be saved annually at least $200,- 
000 to $400,000 in salaries and vari- 
ous items of work done by the city 
and never billed and will give a very 
efficient system in the entire city gov- 
ernment. Centralized control has 
been recommended by city auditors 
for the past 10 years, was recom- 
mended by the mayor's special com- 
mission of prominent titizens includ- 
ing a number of certified public ac- 
countants and this will simply tend 
to bring the city to operating in a 
business-like manner instead of the 
haphazard manner in which it is at 
present operated. For several years 
efforts have been made to install cen- 
tralized control in the city govern- 
ment and in past years this was al- 
ways defeated through the efforts of 
a few members of general council and 
other city officials who are no longer 
in the city government. The instal- 
lation of centralized control and 
bookkeeping in the city should be 
placed in the hands of a committee 
consisting of the mayor, chairman of 
the finance committee, comptroller 
and the chief tax assessor and au- 
thority should be given for this com- 
mittee to install said system and the 
amount necessary be appropriated. 

Division of Revenue. 
“h—Create division of revenue un- 
der the tax assessor. This division 
handle tax bills, street improvement 
bills, marshall fi. fas. of all kinds, cut 
and repair bills, city license, etc. 
When all of this is placed under one 
head it will not only be done much 
more economically than through the 
several departments under the pres- 


and to the benefit of the taxpayer. 
“Your committee has endeavored to 
be very conservative and as a mat- 
ter of fact if the city of Atlanta was 
laced on the same basis as a large 
iness concern (and the city itseif 
is the largest) the affairs of the city 
could be run with at least 150 less 
employes than we bave recommended 
the cutting of. It is the opinion of 
this committee that the city govern- 
ment for the past several years has 
been run entirely for the benefit of 
the city employes and with very lit- 
tle regard to the taxpayers. Unless 
the surplus and umnecessary employes 
are eut off it is in our opinien going 
to be only one other course left for 
the city to pursue and that is a dras- 
tie cut in salaries which your commit- 
tee would dislike very much to see 
but it must be taken into considera- 
tion that the revenue of the city for 
the next two or three years will be 
much smaller it at present 
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and under no circumstances can we 
see how it is possible to go to nod 
public asking for an increase In taxes 
or in water rates. : 

“We cannot too strongly again call 
attention to the fact that revenue of 
the city government is going to con- 
tinue to be less each year and it 38 
going to be necessary for the city fo 
immediately retrench its present poli- 
cies in all departments. The city at 
present owes all of its creditors for 
nearly everything the city has pur- 
chased. during the last four or five 
months and with the present revenue 
we can see no relief other than to re- 
trench.

SPANIARDS DRAFT 
NEW CONSTITUTION

MADRID, July 6.—(#)}—The con- 

stitutional commission published to- 
night the official text of the proposed 
new Spanish constitution which will 
| he submitted te the cabinet and then 
‘to the constituent assembly. 
The proposal consists of 104 ar- 
ticles, 
embracing legislative, social, monetary 
and communications affairs, sanitation 
and the mercantile phases of national 
| life. 
| It also proposes to grant equality to 
ithe sexes in matrimonial cases, pro- 
i tects private property, prevents im- 
| prisonment except for crime and pro- 
| vides for trial within 72 hours after 
/ an arrest, 

It contains provisions for labor de- 
manding regulations for sickness, un- 
employment, incapacitation and death. 

For the structure of the government, 
it proposes the election of 250 sena- 
tors by agricultural, industrial, com- 
mercial and labor groups and by the 
profession, the universities and other 
institutions. The senators’ terms are 
fixed at four years. For the chamber 
of deputies it is proposed to elect 450 
representatives for terms of six years. 
The deputies would be allowed to vote 
| censure against the government. 

The president would be elected by 
both houses for six years. Justices of 
the supreme eourt would be appointed 
by the president. 

Congressional intervention on na- 
tional budgets is limited and the con- 
_stitution would be reformable by a 
proposal of the government and par- 
liament or of 25 per cent of the en- 
franchised citizens. 

Separation of church and state and 
freedom of religious worship are also 
provided. 

President Aleala Zamora said that
